The policy of the Amorican lines 
of i-ailway that teniiiiialo on the Pacitic 
Coast w,as tn build ti|i terminal ]iiiints by 
charging as higli ;i rate for eastern freight 
destined for intermediate points as thuiigh 
tJielreight werexbarried to ;th© tenninus 
of the roa^ and back again to the point of 
destination. Thi.s policy c(iiiii)ollud tlio 
interior merchant to ni.ike liis purciiases 
of eastern goods at irian Kraiici.sco or Port- 
land, and tho railway coiniiany, winch had 
lirst hauled the goods to tho torininal 
place, past the interior merchant's door, 
wereithen oiuployed^to haul them .back 
again.

The Schooner Black Diamond Heets With a 
Storm— A Young: Victorian Swept Orer- 
lioard and Drowned. 

Capt. Ingrains, of tho achoonor Black 
Diamond, \\\w arrived from tho woat coast 
late on Saturday night, reports that ^ ter- 
riHc gale swept the coaat on the Ist inst. , 
and lasted about twelve hours. The 
Black Uiaiiioiid was oil' Cliiyoquot Sound 
at that time, and all on hoard thought 
that their Inat hour had come. A huge 
wave struck tho vessel, sweeping horclyan 
fore and aft. Seventeen caimes and other 
looRu articles were carriedawiiy by thu sea. 
A young lad immod Miles yimpsoii, who 
was on dock at tho time, was lifted up 
bodily and cast into tho inorciloss 
waters. Ho was soon for fully a quarter 
of an hour to bo battling with the 
waves and striking out iimnfully, only 
to bo driven back again. At last he 
gave up the hard light for his life, nnii be- 
coming oxiiauatod tlirew up his hands and 
sank from sight. This only tended to 
cast a greater gloom over the crew, and 
tho greatest fear was nianifesteil by the 
Chinaniun and Indians, who every nioinent 
expected to moot with tho fate of young 
Simpson. 

A bark, and a three ninfl'ed schooner 
managed to make Barchiy Sound, and 
when the wind.nbatod the latter took her 
departure. Tho' bark, however, did not 
attempt to go out again, and when tho 
lilack l.Mamond left- was waiting for a t iig 
fri im i 'ort Townsend.

'To riiK KurroKi-'As the press has 
given publicity to a report on the Royal 
Hosjiital, by a eoimnittee of the legisla- 
ture, signed by Kil ward A lien as ehai rmaii, 
retieeling on the matron and myself, I 
^liiiik I am entitled to a hearing in our 
defence. The report .ia so worded that it 
is impossible to say whether tho com- 
plaints were made by the patients of tho 
liiispital, or the iiim.ites of the Convales- 
cent Home. .\s I know the patients made 
no comiilainla, I may inform tlie public 
that the eliai'ijes come from tho otliur 
institution wh\i which neither the matron 
nor myself 'are anpposed to have anything 
to do, beyond providing food at the hospi- 
tjil table, for its inmatoa. Aa to our treat- 
ment of those under our care, I am 
.'Uithorized to refer those who may wish to 
I make empiirieson thatseorelo Dr. Davie, 
the visiting surgeon of the hospital. The 
reiiort. to the legislature says, that "niaiiv 
coni]ilaints of uid<indness towards patients 
b}' the matron and ateward were carefully 
eiii|uired into." It is to be regretted that 
persons placed in rea|)oiJBible jmsitiolis, 
like the gentlenien who composed the 
comniittee, should not bo, at all event«, 
accurate in statements of facts. 1 leave it. 
to the public to judge whether there could 
be a careful enquiry into complaints, when 
the. persons complained of were never 
notifiod of tho charges or eniiuiry and 
have never been asked one word of ex- 
planation aa to their conduct. That there 
have boon ciuiqilaints from tho inmates of 
tho Convalescent Homo, is more than 
probable. .Anyone who has had anything 
to do with old men in broken health, 
nmre than half of whom are to a certaiu 
extent cranky, some almost lit subjects 
for another institution, will readily under- 
stand that. There ballpens to be, more- 
over, at the iiresent time in tho home, 
one man who has already been turned out 
of the hospital, before I had anything to 
do with it, on account of his niiscldef- 
making proj>ensities, who has bred i rouble 
and dissension wlierovur he has been, 
whoso admission was resisted strenuously 
on account of the discord it was known he 
would create, and who cauic to us after 
tho people of the gaol Imd grown heartily 
tired of hiiu. AVhen I say that T havo bad 
the mi.-ifortune of not being able to satisfy 
him, those who know that I am only 
mortal, will not be sur|iriseil. 

in conclusion it is untrue that there has 
been any proper enquiry inio any com- 
plaints of unkindnoss against the niatrou 
or myself, and it is equally untrue that 
we have either of us, been guilty of any 
act justifying tho chai;ge.
